until 1849, 
when he 


went 
to Boston, 
Massachusetts, 
for 


the purpose 
of making 
arrangements 


to emigrate 
to California.

and arrived 


in Volcano, inNovember of that yeai. 
He made bis homo in this

His father, Col. Enoch

Whitmore & Jones, 
was one 
of the 


pioneers of the 
business 
of making 


tbre&d spools from white birch.

was in the little town of Ashburn- 
ham, in 
the 
north-east 
corner 
of 


Worcester county, Massachusetts.

firm held

practical monopoly of this 
business, 


owing to the gieatly improved mach- 
inery which they 
employed,

early BOa they started a branch spool 
factory in Wntervale,

Col. Whitmore was accident- 


lykilled ie his mill by a circular saw 
in September 
1800, 
at the 
age of 04 


years. 
Ho was a man of moral

ago and a 
stalwart 
supporter 
cf the 


anti-slavery 
and 
temperance 
move- 


ments, traits of character 
which were 


also 
prominently 
developed 
in the 


subject of this sketch. 
Colonel Whit- 


more 
left seven 
daugbteis 
and

Only three 
sisters

brothers of this family now remain in 
the laud of the living. 
One brother, 


Silas, died in Amador countyin 1879.

in Volcano.

out of the six sons 
were more or less

was a lumberman 
in Kentucky 
for a 


long time.

died near the old 


spool mill in Massachusetts

was living in Massachusetts

to a few years back. 


Flint Monroe Whitmore, 
the

pioneer and veteran lumber merchant 
of 'Amador

died peacefully

last, about 4 o'clock. 
He bad 
been 


confined 
to his 
bed but a 
compara- 


tively short period, although the pre-

The campaign he inaugurated was 
of a character to disgust the conserva­ 
tive and thoughtful, but to take a sen­ 
sation loving populace by storm. Most 
extravagant tales of cures he had ac­ 
complished In Berlin, Vienna and else­ 
where were noised abroad. 
Through 
a convert he challenged the physicians 
of Paris to enter Into a contest with 
him, they to treat twelve patients by 
the orthodox methods, he to treat 
twelve by his. Of course this challenge 
was rejected, and equally 6f course 
its rejection was interpreted by the 
thoughtless as an acknowledgment of 
the superiority ot Mearner's treatment.

A Flagrant Breach of Discipline That 
Was Grutessue Enough to Moka the 
General Who Never Laughed Roar 
. In Spite of HI» Griiaueu. 


General Buell, whose timely arrival 
at Shiloh, some military critics hold, 
saved General Gruut from defeat, was 
known in the old army as “the man 
who can’t laugh.” General Buell was 
not grave merely; he was grim.

two yearling cadets at West Point 
made General Buell break a record. 
It was hot ou the plateau above the 
w aters of the Hudson, hotter than the 
cheek of a fleidplece that has been in 
action, so hot thut the leaves ou the 
■dm tree shriveled and the feet of the 
pacing sentries burned from contact 
with the ouly paved path on the gov­ 
ernment reservation. 
The plebes had reported and were 
quartered in two divisions of barracks, 
the upper class meu having been turn­ 
ed out * to share quarters with their 
comrades in the other divisions. 
The Juue examinations were on. 
The board of visitors, of which Gen­ 
eral Buell was a member, had paid its 
perfunctory visits to mess hall, to aca­ 
demic building and to barracks. 
It 
was 10 o’clock in the morning. 
Two 
cadets had been thrown by fate and 
by the arrival of, the plebes Into the 
same room of the fifth division of bar­ 
racks. The thermometer iu the shade 
of the guardhouse registered 90 de­ 
gress. 
In the room iu which the two 
cadets were quartered doubtless it 
stood 10 degrees higher. 
There had been oue morning inspec­ 
tion of quarters by an army officer, .and 
the two yearlings, gasping for breath 
in a room into which the sun beat with 
no regard for cadet feelings, had every 
reason to believe that there would be 
no further inspections that morning. 
They had stood the ordeal of the exuin- 
lnglng board at 9 o'clock, and, with no 
studies in hand, they thought they were 
safe until the first call for dinner.

bunks and thrown under the window, 
through which occasionally came a 
whiff of breeze, grateful though heat 
laden. 
“I’d like to smoke,” said the future 
artilleryman os he threw himself on 
oue of the mattresses. 
“I’m going to smoke,” said his com­ 
rade. 
And lnstanter pipes were lighted, and 
the room began filling with fragrant 
blue fog. 
There was a clink of a sword heard 
in the hallway. Its sound brought con­ 
sternation. An inspection was on. Be­ 
fore the two yearlings had time to 
think there was a rap, and the door 
was thrown open, and in came, not the 
ordinary second lieutenant inspecting 
officer, but Lieutenant Colonel Henry 
M. Laaelle, commandant of cadets, and 
Major General Don Carlos Buell, Unit­ 
ed States army. 
Discipline strikes in. 
The two cul­ 
prit cadets sprang te attention In­ 
stantly, heels together, arms hanging 
naturally and the little fingers where 
tho seams of the trousers would have 
been if they'd hHd any trousers on.

The hot bowl touched his great toe, 
and the burning was too much for 
even a soldier's stolidity, and he emit­ 
ted a very boy like “Ouch!” 
General Don Carlos Buell took in the 
spectacle and all the glorious humor 
of the situation. His grimness was 
not proof against such a sight as this. 
He leaned back against a table and 
roared, and not even the w rath in the 
oommandanfs face could check his 
roaring. 
“Come, general,” said the comman­ 
dant; “let us go. I shall report these 
young men for three flagrant viola 
tlons of the rules of the academy.” 
General Buell looked at the guilty 
ones and roared again. The comman­ 
dant led the way out of the room, but 
the culprits heard the laugh of Buell 
all the way through the hall, across 
the area of barracks, until finally It 
came as a sort of chuckling echo from 
the office of the guardhouse.

IN TH E W HEELHOUSE. 


I t la There That All the Forcea of a 
Great Vessel Arc Directed. 
On entering the wheel house of an 
ocean liner a landsman is likely to ba 
awed by the group of Instruments and 
masses of complicated machinery on 
every hand. 
Your eye will first be 
caught by the wheel or wheels, for of­ 
ten there are two or more of them, one 
directly in line with the other. 
The 
first of these i3 an insignificant look­ 
ing affair perhaps a foot or so iu diam­ 
eter, which seems out of all proportion 
to the work it must accomplish. 
Di­ 
rectly in front of It stands the ship’s 
compass, while back of it arc mac ed 
many complicated wheels and levers 
which transform the slightest motion 
of the wheel into the great force which 
guides the ship. 
All the great steamers are steered 
nowadays by the aid of steam or elec­ 
tricity. 
In the old days half a dozen 
men at times would struggle with the 
wheel in high seas, and sailors have 
been killed by the rapid revolving of 
the projecting spoke handles. 
The 
modern steering gear makes it possi­ 
ble to guide these great ships with the 
slightest pressure. The rudder, weigh­ 
ing many tons, is perhaps 500 feet 
astern, yet with a touch of the polish­ 
ed wheel the great 700 foot ship will 
swing from side to side with almost 
the delicacy of a compass needle. The 
wheel that the • steersman operates 
merely governs the steering engine, 
which. In turn, moves the great rud­ 
der. 
The most astonishing thing about 
the bridge la to find the wheelhouse 
with all its curtains tightly drawn, as 
often happens, nnd tho man at the 
helm steering the boat without see­ 
ing ahead at ail. At night or even by 
day if tho light of the binnacle is con­ 
fusing the wheelhouse is often com­ 
pletely shut In. The man at the wheel, 
It is explained, does not need to look 
ahead. 
The lookout high up in the 
"crow's nest” nnd the officer on watch 
on the bridge will keep him Informed 
if any object is sighted. 
The duty of 
the man at the wheel is to keep the 
ship on her course. 
Throughout his 
watch of four hours he must keep his 
eyes on the compass and nowhere else. 
Ou one side of the wheelhouse are 
posted the sailing directions, which 
give the whedlsman explicit orders, 
The course to be followed for the day 
is placed in a Rent little rack called 
the compass control. 
It suggests the 
rack in church at the side of the pul­ 
pit which announces the number of 
the hymns and psalms for the day’s 
service. The compass control will an­ 
nounce, for instance, N, 7. 8, W, or 
some such formula. The wheelsman 
(fiancee at this as he takes his watch 
at the wheel and bolds the great ship 
exactly on this course until he is re­ 
lieved.— Francis Arnold Collins in S t 
Nicholas. 


IDEAS OF HEAVEN. 


The Romans believed in the Elyslan 
fields of the Greeks.

The Assyrians believe heaven is in 
the bowels of the earth or far away in 
the east. 
Some natives of the south Pacific 
think heaven a place where they will 
b# white. 
The Greek belief, according to Socra­ 
tes, was that the pious went to heaven, 
like prisoners set free, to dwell in un­ 
clouded peace. 
According to the ancient astrono­ 
mers, heaven was seven or eight solid 
spheres, with a planet, for the center of 
each. Some even rau the number up to 
seventy. 
The Egyptians thought heaven to be 
on many islauds at the foot of the 
Milky way. 
Those worthy spent the 
time harvesting beans and in feasting, 
singing and playing. 


Etiquette, 
“Etiquette” is a French word which 
originally meaut a label indicating tho 
price or quality, the English “ticket,” 
and in old French was usually special­ 
ized to meun a soldier's billet. 
The 
phrase “that’s tho ticket” shows the 
change to the present meaniug of man­ 
ners according to code. Burke solemn­ 
ly explained that “etiquette had its 
original application to those ceremon­ 
ies and formal observances practiced 
at courts. 
Tiie term came afterw ard 
to signify certain formal methods used 
iu the transactions between sovereign 
states.” 


DANGER IN HIGH SPEEDS. 


The Force 
Developed 
by 
Swiftly 
Sluving Automobiles. 
Danger to drivers of automobiles 
grows rapidly greater with each new 
burst of speed. 
A correspondent of 
the Scientific American develops the 
theme as follows: “The danger in all 
cases increases as the square of the 
speed. 
Take three machines of the 
same make, ouo going five miles an 
hour, one twenty miles an hour aud 
one forty miles an hour. 
Tho second 
has stored up in it, due to its rapidity 
of motion, sixteen times as much 
energy as the first, aud if it leaves the 
road and runs into an obstacle, such 
as a tree, a stone wall or a ditch. It 
will strike with slxteeu times as great 
force. 
In going around a curve or 
turning a corner it is sixteen times as 
likely to upset, skid into the ditch or 
strip a tire. 
Whcu the power is shut 
off and the brakes applied it will go 
sixteen times as far before it can be 
brought to a stop. If it comes upon a 
pedestrian suddenly the latter will have 
to exert sixteen times as much energy 
to get out of the way lu time and if 
struck will be struck with sixtecq times 
the force. The third machine will be 
sixty-four times tvs likely to get into 
trouble in going around a curve as the 
first. 
"An object going five miles an hour 
is moving with the same speed as it 
would have attained in falling ten 
Inches. 
In moving ten miles an hour 
it is going as fast as though it had 
fallen three nnd a half feet. 
Twenty 
miles an hour is generally considered 
a very conservative speed. Now, twen­ 
ty miles an hour is the same speed 
that would be obtained were the - ma­ 
chine to fall thirteen feet through the 
air, thirty miles an hour is equivalent 
to a fall of thirty feet, forty miles an 
hour to a fall of fifty-two feet, sixty 
miles an hour to a fall of 120 feet aud 
120 miles an hour to n fall of 4S0 feet. 
“A person struck by an automobile 
going twenty-five miles an hour re­ 
ceives the same Jar as though he him­ 
self hah fnllen from a height of twenty- 
one feet, or, say, from a second story 
window; by one going forty miles an 
hour, as though he had fallen fifty- 
two feet, or, say, from the top of a lofty 
tree; by one going 120 miles an hour, as 
though he himself had fallen from the 
top of the Washington monument." 


GIGANTIC GAMBLE. 


Bvery Step of the Pearl Fishery At* 
tended by Fickle Fortune. 
The world’s mo3t gigantic gamble, 
pregnantly fruitful with chance in all 
variations and shadings, is unquestion­ 
ably the Ceylon pearl fishery. 
Com­ 
pared with it any state lottery pales to 
Insignificance. From the taking of the 
first oyster to the draining of the last 
vatful of “m atter” every step is at­ 
tended by fickle fortune, and never is 
the interest of the people of Portugal 
or of Mexico keener over a drawing of 
n lottery, the tickets of which may 
have been sold at the very thresholds 
of the cathedrals, than Is that of tho# 
natives of Ceylon and southern India 
over the daily results of a Manar fish­ 
ery. 
Each bivalve is a lottery ticket. 
It 
may contain a gem worthy of place lu 
a monarch’s crown or be a seed pearl 
with a mercantile value of only a few 
rupees. 
Perhaps one oyster in a hun­ 
dred contains a pearl, and not more 
than one pearl in a hundred, be it 
known, has a value of importance. 
Nature furnishes the sea. pearling 
banks, oysters and all therein contain­ 
ed. 
The Ceylon administration con­ 
ducts the undertaking and for its trou­ 
ble and trifling outlay exacts a “rake- 
off” of two-thirds of all that may be 
w04 from the deep. 
And mere man, 
the Drown or black diver, receives for 
his daring and enterprise one oyster 
in every three that he brings from tho 
ocean’s depths, and his earnings must 
be shared with boat owner, sailors, at­ 
tendants and assistants almost without 
number. 
For size of “rake-off” there is no 
game of hdzard In the world offering 
a parallel. 
The Ceylon government 
used to exact throe out of every four 
oysters brought in, the current tribute 
of two out of three having become op­ 
erative only a few years since.—Fred­ 
eric C. PenfleUl in Century.
